War directly or indirectly la given as 
the reason for the enormous increase 
in the publisher's bills. And as war 
seems likely to continue for some time, 
so too the market skyrocketing ppon 
tses to go to hciithts even beyond tne 
present astounding prices. Nowadays 
it is next to impo.sible to obtain mar- 
ket quotations for even so short a time 
ahead as "next week". • 

Only last week paper, which then 
was * per cent higher than it was a 
yeai or so ago. jumped to a li'per H i t 
increase. No pulp is coming into the 
manufacturers. Mills that not so h i,,, 
ago were selling by the tons are now 
tilling orders for pounds. Rags, which 
are being bought up by the powder 
manufacturers eagerly and are needed 
also by paper manufacturers in a clean- 
ed and more or liss sterilized form, are 
a ncccH-itv in the mechanical depart- 
ments of newspapers. The price of 
rags has jumped just 10O per cent, ur 
from o cents a pound to 0 cents. Writ- 
ing impel is an important item in a 
publisher's paper bill, and it is worth 
noting that this item has gone up ■ 
per cent.
